GOV. MILLER TELLS 
KIRBY PARTISANS 


MONTGOMUKY, Jan. ¥.—Goy, 
Miller (old a delegation of men and 
women lrom Birmingham who call 
ed on him briduy utternoon that 
he would abolish the Jjash in Ala 
bama prisons provided some better 
and more humane and more ude 
quale form of punishment for vio- 
lution of prison rules could be 
jound, 

Hie told the delegation compos 
ed of representatives of the Ameri- 
can Legion League of Voters, 
League of Womens voters, Veter- 
uns of Horeign Wars and others 
that he resented telegrams coming 
to him demanding that he do cer- 
tain things including firing W. FP. 
eapgin, Koy L, Noien and others 
of the State Board of Administra- 
tion and Conyict Department. He 
said he was receiving hundreds of 
telegrams from communists and 
other organizations in Russia, Ger- 
many und all parts of the world 
demanding that he release the eight 
Huntsvlile negroes from the peni- 
tentiary, He said many of these 
telegrams threatened his life if he 
did not heed them but that some- 
body must carry on and stand up 
for law and order, He did not 
liken the lash telegrams to commu- 
nistic measures, 

Gov. Miller told the callers that 
he was satisfied that James Kirby 
was not unmercifully lashed and 
that he received no severer punish- 
ment than was meted out to other 
prisoners who refuse to work under 
three seperate guards. The Gov- 
ernor said five doctors had said he 
was not unmercifully punished and 
he believed the doctors. 

Hot Words Mark Interview 

Ill feeling, heated remarks and 
what for a time promised an alter- 
cation marked the two-hour inter- 
view Gov. Miller allowed his call- 
ers. The Governor was vigorous 
in his remarks and some of the 
members of the delegation were 
vigorous in their remarks and at 
one time the word went about the 
room that one or more of the Goy- 
ernor’s callers intended to engage 
in a personal affray with W. F. 
Feagin who was in the room on re- 
quest of the Birmingham delega- 
tion. But the interview or hearing 
finally ended with nothing worse 
than fiery retorts and no blood 
shed. . 

Atty. Gen. Thomas E. Knight 
took to task the authors of the mass 
meeting resolutions in Birmingham 
for saying that he had made a rul- 
ing that Feagin could return the 
flogged convict, Kirby, to Atmore 
prison to serve an additional 11 
months, Mr. Knight said no such 
decision had been rendered and on 
his request for information as to 
where the authors of the resolu- 
tions got the information that he 
had rendered such an opinion, he 
was told that if an injustice was 
done him an apology would be of- 
fered by the framers, 

“T want no. apology,” said Mr. 
Knight. “All I want is fairness 
and to keep the record straight. I 
have rendered no such opinion, 
The matter is before me now for 
an opinion.” 

Miller Speaks Plainly 

In plain language, Goy. Miller 
told his callers he regarded W. F. 
Feagin, the head of the State Board 
of Administration as an honest, 
conscientious and hard working of- 
ficial. He also paid tribute to the 
other officials in this administra- 
tion whose removal had been de- 
manded in a telegram from the dis- 
abled veterans of Birmingham and 
which was signed by Commander 
Gibson, a lawyer of Birmingham. 

Several members of the delega- 
tion who spoke requested the Gov- 
ernor to abolish the lash in the 
prisons until the Legislature could 
meet and pass a law against it. 
Robert E. White of the Voters’ 
League of the American Legion, 
an organization entirely seperate 
from the Legion, made the open- 
ing statement and said he repre- 
sented 800 people who attended a 
mass meeting in Birmingham Wed- 
nesday night at which resolutions 
were adopted calling for the aboli- 
tion of the lash.” 

Miss Molly Dowd of the League 
of Women’s Voters said her orga- 
nization was opposed to the lash 
and asked that it be abolished. 
Others who spoke were Commander 
Gibson, Mrs. Sallie Cooper, Former 
President O, L. Allen of the Vet- 
erans League, James Kirkland and 
others. 

Gov. Miller asked that Comman- 
der Gibson of the Disable Veter- 
ans read the telegram he sent de- 
manding that the lash be abolished 
and that Feagin, Nolen, Stewart, 
Dr. Taylor, whipping Boss Brown 
and others be summarily removed 
from the service of the State. And 
following the reading of that tele- 
gram the proceedings were en- 
livened. 

With his eyes flashing fire, Gov. 
Miller asked if there were any 
more speakers? No one addressing 
him, the Governor rose to his feet 
and in a strong voice and with arms 
punctuating with gestures his 
points, he told how he resented de- 
mands being made upon him. 

Governor Relishes Occasion 

“T am pleased to have this dele- 
gation come down to talk to me,” 
said the Governor.

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White Man Buried In Well 
Rescued After Three Hours 
Carey Boutwell, a middle-aged 

man who lives in Pike County, had 

a narrow escape from death on last 

Wednesday afternoon on the Joe 

Green farm near New Brockton, 

when he was buried under caving 

sand in a twenty-five or thirty foot 
well, 

Boutwell had descended to clean 
out the well when the walls gave 
way and he was caught in an up- 
right position and buried to a depth 
of two or three feet above his head. 
Helpers around the well gave the 
alarm and rescuers gathered to 
render assistance but the work of 
extricating the man was difficult 
and little hope was held out that 
he would be removed alive. 

A negro, Randolph Flowers, who 
had had experience in digging 
wells, proved to be the hero on 
this occasion, For more than three 
hours he shoveled loose dirt at 
break-neck speed while more than 
two hundred people stood by and 
watched. finally faint calls were 
heard and about nine o’clock the 
imprisoned man wag lifted out. 

With the exception of shock and 
exhaustion he was none the worse 
for this harrowing experience, and 
after medical treatment was pro- 
nounced all right. It is thought 
that some boards from the well 
curb caught in the deluge of sand, 
and created a little air space, thus 
} furnishing enough air to save the 
man’s life. 


Funeral For Confederate 
Veteran Is Held At Elba 

SAMSON, Ala, Jan. 11,—Fu- 
neral for J. lt, Spurlin, 89, who 
died Friday night after a short ill- 
ness, was held at Blba by the Rev. 
Roy Niager, pastor of the Baptist 
Church, Sunday at 2:30 p.m. 

Mr, Spurlin came from Elba to 
Samson, where he has made his 
home, about 25 years ago. He was 
a Confederate veteran, a charter 
member of Camp Mace Kimmey, 
of which he had been adjutant for 
the past 20 years. His death re- 
moves the last of his company, and 
perhaps the last of his regiment, 
Company A, 88rd Alabama Infan- 
try, which was mustered into the 
Confederate service at Greenville, 
February, 1862. 

Mr. Spurlin was married the 
fouth time about three years ago, 
and is survived by a young widow, 
14 of his 16 children, numerous 
grandchildren, and other relatives. 
Burial was in the Curtis Ceme- 
tery near Elba.

Milk Supply Short 
On Alabama Farms 


—— \ 

AUBURN, Ala.—The dairy situ- 
ation is such as to require precau- 
tion in expanding for commercial 
purpose but an increase in Ala- 
bama for supplyinv the family is 
needed. In Alabama there are tens 
of thousands of farm families who 
are under-supplied with milk and 
butter. 

Those who are considering in- 
creasing herds to sell milk and 
cream should consider the fact that 
the number of dairy cows on the 
farms of the United States is 4 
per cent greater than a year ago. 

Stocks of all imported classes of 
dairy products were lighter by 
about 84 per cent on October 1, 
1931, than in 1980; and 31 per 
cent less than the 5-year average. 
However, the dairy industry of the 
United States is nearing an expert 
basis which will tend to hold prices 
at a comparatively low level for 
the next few years. 

From January, 1929, to Septem- 
ber, 1980, the general level of 
prices of dairy products declined 
87 per cent while the price of feed

Miller Declines To 
Call Cotton Session 

Governor Miller has declined, to 
immediately call a special session 
of the legislature to consider cot- 
ton acreage reduction in the State, 
thus defeating all hope of Alabama 
joining in a south-wide movement 
to enact laws to assist farmers in 
reducing cotton production in 1932 
and 1933. 

The Governor made his position 
known following a three hour con- 
ference with Seth P. Storrs, com- 
missioner of agriculture, and R. J. 
Goode, Gastonburg, Alabama mem- 
ber of the Southern States Cotton 
Conference, in which they urged 
the Governor to call a special ses- 
gion and presented a legislative 
poll showing 105 members of the 
legislature unconditionally in favor 
of the cotton session. 

“The poll showed all senators 
replied with 31 for the speciaal ses- 
sion, four non-committal or con- 
ditional and none opposed. The 
House poll showed 96 members re- 
plied, with 74 for the call, 17 non- 
committal or conditional, and only 
five opposed,” the agricultural 
leaders told the Governor. 

“We believe that never in the 
history of the State has there been 
such unanimity of opinion by the 
members of any. legislature. Tt 
means, as expressed by many of 
the legislators themselves, that the 
people of the State are from 75 
to 90 per cent in favor of legis- 
lative action.” 


Commissioner Storrs and Mr. 
Goode further stated following the 
conference: 


“We have exhausted every re- 
source at our command for a spe-

IFTEEN fish per minute—if 

some fisherman told you he 
pulled fish out that fast, what 
would you think? But it’s true, 
in the annals of this record-break- 
ing tuna catch. 

In California, in 1930, tuna fish 
touched a new record with 1,937,- 
124 cases canned. This exceeds 
by 496,090 cases the 1929 pro- 
duction which had set the pre- 
vious high mark for the industry. 
Now is the time to get some of 
this large pack at bargain prices, 
since the 1931 tuna pack will be a 
short one, 

In 1929 many factors contrib- 
uted to the big catch. One was 
the discovery, recently, that new 
tuna banks existed on the ocean 
side of lower California. Bait 
boats flocked there and during 
certain periods 15 bait boats were 
catching 30 to 40 tons of tuna 
daily, and some individual fisher- 
men landed tuna at the rate of 15 
per minute. Another factor was 
the big, new and more effective 
ice-boat fleet, with more than a 
score of new additions during the 
year to round out a major fleet 
of slightly less than 100 of these 
long-cruising, refrigerated and 
Diesel-powered “clippers.” 


Prime Fish Only 


A most important forward step 
in the tuna industry is the im- 
proved inspection service, which 
was also instituted in 1930. Pack- 
ing plants have budgeted $65,000

the tuna as they are discharged 
and after the initial cooking.

pack, Tuna fish canners have also 
adopted a system of examit~tion 
and grading of the filled cans, and 
expert examiners discard all 
packages not coming up to the 
strict standards established. 

If you are looking for recipes 
for using some of this bi. pack, 
don’t delve into cook books tbat 
date back farther than 1903. Fur 
it was in that year that tuna fish 
was “invented” by canners. It 
was found that the hitherto nn- 
used albacore fish—the proper 
name for the tuna—could be 
steamed in such a way as to drive 
out its oi! and make it taste like 
the breast meat of chicken. The 
instant demand for this delicious 
fish has made it a year-round 
food. The following tested recipes 
show its adaptability for main 
dishes as well as for salads and 
sandwiches. 


New Recipes 


Tuna Fish Soufflé: Add two 
cups of tuna fish, or the contents 
of one 1-pound can, to two cups 
of thick white sauce. Then add 
one tablespoon of lemon juice and 
the beaten yolks of six eggs. Fold 
in the stiffly-beaten whites of the 
six eggs, and pour into a buttered 
baking dish. Set in a pan of hot 
water and bake in a slow oven— 
$25 degrees for forty to forty-five 
minutes, or until set. Serve at 
once. This serves eight persons. 

Iuncheon Tuna Fish Salad: 
Boil one and one-half cups of 
diced potatoes and one cup of 
diced carrots until tender. Drain.

Reeves 
stopped at the Thomas home to col- 
lect the rent, and upon Jim’s refu- 
sal to pay, attacked him with an 
axe. 

Wes Thomas, then 28, came to 
his brother’s aid and stabbed 
Reeves with a knife while’ Reeves’ 
wife held Jim Thomas and _ pre- 
vented him from re-entering the 
fight, according to the younger 
brother’s statement.

Bibb Graves had de- 
nied the parole plea upon the rec- 
ommendation of the pardon board 
that the men were not entitled to 
a parole.

ENTERPRISH, Jan. 15.—On

which is the home of tubercular 
patients,

The house was buiit free of 


charge under the supervision of an

The reason for all this wag be- 
cause that across the river from 
Kiba there were two tubercular pa- 
tients. These spinster sisters, 84 
and 88 years, had once seen better 
day Now the great white plague 
had seized them and neither could 
work. One had not left her bed 
in 20 monthsfnor spoken above a 
whisper in all that time, on account 
of the disease having stilled her 
voice, ‘The other was able to sit 
up part of the time. Their tumbled 
down house had doors that would 
not shut; there were broken win- 
dows and a useless heater, 

With the exception of $9.00 a 
month provided by the county their 
medicine, food, clothing and care 
were given by neighbors, who some 
days dropped in and some days for- 
got. They could not be taken to} 
the almshouse because of the dan- 
ger to others. No funds were pro- 
vided for a separate home. 

These are the reasons for the 
building, but the motive was the 
tender heart of the county nurse 
whose wards they were, who, to 
use her own words, “Just couldn’t 
bear to see them start another win- 
ter hungry, sick and cold.” 

November 12 last year, the two 
middle-aged patients were moved 
into their home which had been 
made bright with flowers by the 
loving hands of the nurse. Warm 
meals ave been carried by ‘Miss 
Anna,” the kindly almshouse ma- 
tron, During the year’s time the 
bed-ridden invalid has regained her 
voice and has gained in weight. 
She has learned to walk again. |

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AUDIT SHOWS ALA- 
BAMA DEFICIT OVER 
EIGHTEEN MILLIONS 


MONTGOMERY, Jan, 18.—Ala- 
bama's floating debt, September 1, 
1981, was $18,665,8838.40 and it 
will require approximately $30, 
000,000 to place the State’s finan 
ces upon a sound basis, said the 
audit of F. Hopkinson Smith, 

The audit was released to the 
publie Sunday by Governor B. M, 
Miller so “they might know and 
understand the condition of the 
State’s finances.” It was made un- 
der the term of an act by Speaker 
Alf Tunstall, passed by the recent 
Legislature, which appropriated 
$40,000 and authorized the Goy- 
ernor to secure a private auditing 
firm to ascertain the exaet amount 
of Alabama’s deficit. 

The Smith audit, which is a 
leenthy and technical document, is 
considered the first step by Gov- 
ernor Miller toward rehabilitating 
the State’s financial system. The 
report of the Brookings Jiustitute 
which will be a survey of state and | 
county government with ultimate 
reorganization as a goal, is con- 
sidered the second step. 

Governor Miller will appoint a 


study the Brookings report when 
it is received in March, They will 
draft measures incorporating sug- 
gestions made in both the Smith 
audit and the Brookings survey to 
be introduced at an extraordinary 
session of the Legislatxre which 
will probably be convened the last | 
of March or early in April. 

The Smith audit shows that the 
accumulated deficit on September 
30, 1926, or at the beginning of | 
the Graves administration, wag on- 
ly $4,241,782.10, and the State] 
since that time hus been expend- 
ing money each year in excess of 
its income. 

Expenditures exceeded Ala- 
bama’s income $1,009,687.28 for 
the fiscal year 1926-27; $2,081,- 


709.00 for 1827-28; $3,290,126.49 
for 1928-29; $8,181,847.87 for 
1929-30; and $4,850,730.66 for 
1930-81. Although the deficit for 
the fiscal year just closed is large- 
ly in excess of that of any previous 
year consideration must be given to 
the fact that the income of the 
general fund was $3,000,000 under 
that for the year 1929-30. 

The estimated deficit for the end 

of this fiscal year—October 1, 
1982, will be approximately $6,- 
000,000. The audit says “In mak- 
ing this estimate I am advised that 
consideration was given to an an- 
ticipated further decrease in in- 
come and to the fact that appro- 
priations were increased at the last 
session of the Legislature.” 
The 18 million dollar deficit of 
the State was caused by appropri- 
ations against the general fund of 
the State greatly exceeding all an. 
ticipated revenue. During the fis- 
sal year 1930-31, for example, the 
total receipts for the general fund 
were $10,499,592.55 and 
the expenditures for current ap- 
propriations aggregated $8,753,- 
252.42, leaving. a balance of $1,- 
746,340.13 to meet all other ap- 
propriations. 

Yet the permanent appropria- 
tions payable out of this balance 
aggregated $6,597,408.10. These 
ave fixed legislative appropriations 
for state schools which amount to 
$3,189,640.45 and indefinite appro- 
priations made by the legislature 
to meet the annual deficiency of 
the Alabama _ special educational 
trust fund, created in 1927; pen- 
sions and interest on bonds of the 
State Docks Commission. These 
three items require $3,407,776.65. 
The expenditures of these appro- 
priations resulted in an excess of 
the general fund expenditures over 
all receipts of $4,850,730.66 for 
the past fiscal year. 

Included in the total outstanding 
warrants or the $18,000,000 deficit 
are certificated warrants of $65,- 
928,527.89. A certificated war- 
rant is an interest bearing certifi- 
cate of the indebtedness of the 
general fund, When a warrant 
reaches the state treasury and 
there are insufficient funds to pay 
it, the treasurer verifies so on the 
back of the warrant and fixes a 
time of payment. It is then taken 
to the First National Bank of Mont- 
gomery, the clearing house for all 
State warrants, the amount of the 
warrant is advanced and the State 
pays interest to the fixed maturity 
date. Then they are paid in full. 

The audit suggested the State 
Department of Examiners of Ac- 
counts trace all interest calcula- 
tions on warrants as some war- 
rants have been paid before ma- 
turity and it is possible Alabama 
is due certain interest refunds. 

“We are unable to find any spe- 
cific authority for the certification 
of such warrants other than the 
general appropriation act which 
appropriated, prior to 1931, $100,- 
000 per annum for the Governor’s 
interest contingent fund. We are 
informed that under a ruling of 
the Attorney General the treasury 
has the authority to certificate war- 
rans and pay interest from his 
fund, the theory being that the 
legislature would not have made 
this appropriation if they did not 
expect it to be used,

Coffee Farmers Receive 
$4,454.42 At Co-Op. Sales 


Farmers throughout the county 
last week received a total of $4,- 
454.42 through the co-operative 
sales of poultry and hogs, accord- 
ing to announcement of W. M. 
Ray, county agent, in charge of 
the sales. 

The poultry car which was sta- 
tioned at Elba, New Brockton and 
Enterprise received a total of 13,- 
500 pounds of poultry which 
brought in a total of $1,883.62. 

The co-operative hog sale at 
Elba brought the farmers $1,122.- 
20, while farmers of the Enter- 
prise section received at their sale 
a total of $1,448.60. The next 
co-operative hog sale will he held 
at Elba on Wednesday, January 27.

“The exact amount necessary to 
have been appropriated had not 
the rate been increased,’ says 
Smith, “is not definitely known but 
with the increasing mortality rate 
it is reasonable to suppose there 
would have been no burden of the 
general funds after 1927.” 

In discussing educational finan- 
ces the audit blames the heavy ap- 
propriations for schools against the 
general funds for the practice of 
certificating warrants. 

The indebtedness of the six Nor- 
mal Schools in excess of all paid 
and unpaid appropriations from 
the State is shown to be $782,988... 
04, The audit says since the 
amount of unpaid appropriations 
does not exceed the indebtedness 
of these schools the State should 
not be held liable. 

Terming condition of the State 
Highway Department “perilous,” 
the audit shows the set cash re- 
sources of the department over- 
drawn $1,848,044.84 before any 
provision was made for a sinking 
fund to take care of the interest 
on road bond issues, 

“We found the general ledger 
of the department out of balance 
approximately $170,000. No trial 
balances had been taken since Sep- 
tember 80, 19380, and errors that 
were made during October, 1930, 
which could have been easily locat- 
ed and corrected if sufficient atten- 
tion had been paid to the records. 

“Had there been adequate bud- 
get prepared and sufficient atten- 
tion paid to the handling of the 
various funds, there is no doubt 
the highway department would not 
have been in the condition it is 
today.” 

Considering the State treasury 
the audit says, “Under the act of 
1909 all funds were consolidated. 
Since that time the treasury has 
kept no records in detail of bal- 
ances in any fund; however, he 
has a record of receipts and dis- 
bursements from various sources. 

“Such receipts and disburse- 
ments could easily be worked into 
a record as to separation between 
funds and even though the act of 
1909 states that such abolition of 
separate funds should take place, 
we think it has been unfortunate 
that the treasurer has not kept any 
record of the separation of moneys 
of various sources and cannot help 
but believe that had such record 
been kept the present financial con- 
dition of the State could have been 
foreseen, if not forestalled.” 
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
